Lawmakers vote to

Watched by tearful relatives of 
Newtown school massacre victims, 
gun-control supporters in the Sen- 
ate won the first showdown over 
how to respond to the December 
shootings in Connecticut, defeat- 
ing an effort by conservatives to 
derail firearms restrictions before 
debate could even start. 

Thursday’s 68-31 roll call gave 
an early burst of momentum to 
efforts by President Barack Obama 
and lawmakers to push fresh gun 
curbs through Congress. The 
National Rifle Association, along 
with many Republicans and some 
moderate Democrats, say the pro- 
posals go too far, and the road to 
congressional approval of major

Washington 

Members of the Democratic group 
Progress Kentucky were behind a 
leaked recording of a private conver- 
sation among Sen. Mitch McConnell 
and his campaign staff about poten- 
tial rivals, a local Democrat alleges. 

Jacob Conway, a member of the 
executive committee of the Louis- 
ville/Jefferson County Democratic 
Party, said the tape was not made 
by bugging the Republican sena- 
tor’s office but recorded after a Feb- 
ruary open house to unveil his re- 
election campaign headquarters 
in Louisville, Conway said. 

He added that Shawn Reil- 
ly, Progress Kentucky’s executive 
director, and Curtis Morrison, a 
former spokesman for the group, 
had boasted to him about mak- 
ing the tape, (the Washington post)

Health 

A tiny magnetic bracelet implanted 
at the base of the throat is greatly 
improving life for some people with 
chronic heartburn who need more 
help than medicine can give them. 

It’s a novel way to treat severe 
acid reflux, which plagues millions 
of Americans and can raise their risk 
for more serious health problems. 

It happens when a weak muscle 
doesn’t close after swallowing as 
it should. That lets stomach juices 
splash back into the throat. Drugs 


continue to oppose the legislation. 

“The government should not 
punish or harass law-abiding cit- 
izens in the exercise of their Sec- 
ond Amendment rights,” Sen. Mitch 
McConnell, R-Ky., said. 

Expanded background checks are 
at the core of the Democratic gun- 
control drive. Other top proposals — 
including bans on assault weapons 


like Nexium and Prilosec reduce 
acid. But they don’t fix the under- 
lying problem, called GERD, or 
gastroesophageal reflux disease. 

The Linx device, made by Torax 
Medical Inc. of St. Paul, Minn., is a 
ring of titanium beads with mag- 
nets inside. Doctors place it around 
the weak muscle at the base of the 
esophagus in a half-hour operation.

System unleashes 
twisters, heavy snow 
aeross multiple states 

St. Louis 

Two deaths have been blamed on a 
strong spring storm system that’s 
brought everything from torna- 
does to ice and snow to much of the 
Midwest and parts of the southeast 
United States. 

Mississippi Emergency Man- 
agement Agency spokesman Greg 
Flynn said Thursday that one per- 
son died and several people were 
injured after a reported tornado 
struck Kemper County in the far 
eastern part of the state. 

Tabatha Lott, a dispatcher in 
Noxubee County, said there were 
“numerous reports of injuries” in 
the town of Shuqualak. Flynn also 
said there were reports of damaged 
buildings and many power outages. 

The T-shaped system first 
swept across the nation’s midsec- 
tion Wednesday night and pum- 
meled portions of Missouri, where 
the National Weather Service said 
Thursday that an EF-2 tornado 


appears to have damaged dozens 
of homes in Hazelwood. That cat- 
egory of tornado generally packs 
winds of 113 to 157 mph. 

Crews with the weather service 
still were assessing whether torna- 
does were to blame for other damage 
in Missouri and neighboring Illi- 
nois, meteorologist Mark Fuchs said. 
Missouri Gov. Jay Nixon declared a 
state of emergency shortly after the 
storm swept through the eastern 
part of Missouri, bringing hail, up to 
214 inches of rain and strong winds. 
A suspected tornado also caused 


damage in Arkansas. 

In the upper Midwest, thou- 
sands of homes and businesses lost 
power because of heavy wet snow, 
ice and wind in the past couple of 
days, while rain and snow raised 
flooding concerns in various areas 
of the Midwest. 

The second death was report- 
ed in the Nebraska Pandhandle, 
where a woman died Tuesday 
while trying to trudge through a 
blinding snowstorm from her dis- 
abled car to her house a mile away.

3.4M Vehicles Recalled Over Air Bags 


Detroit 

Six automakers, including Toyo- 
ta, Honda and Nissan, said Thurs- 
day that they are recalling nearly 
3.4 million older-model vehicles 
worldwide because of defective air 
bags that can send shrapnel flying 
into the passenger compartment. 

The recall mainly affects cars 
sold by Japanese automakers in 
North America, Europe and Japan. 
A small number of cars made by 
Germany’s BMW AG and Gener- 
al Motors Co. are also involved. 

The front passenger air bags all 
were made by the same parts sup- 
plier, Japan’s Takata Corp. They 
have faulty inflator mechanisms 
that don’t route gas into the air 
bags. Instead, the high-pressure gas 


Backstory 

The air-bag problem happened 
because of two human errors during 
production. A worker forgot to turn 
on the switch for a system weeding 
out defective products, and parts 
were improperly stored, which ex- 
posed them to humidity, said Honda 
spokeswoman Akemi Ando, (ap) 


can launch plastic and metal parts 
from the air bags into the cars’ pas- 
senger areas. Takata says no one 
has been hurt, but there have been 
six incidents of the air bags deploy- 
ing improperly on roadways. 

AH of the recalled cars 
announced so far were produced 
from 2000 to 2004. (ap)

N. Korea May Have Nuke Ability 



Possibility of arming 
a missile a real threat, 
U.S. intelligence says 

Pyongyang, N. Korea 

Hinting at a missile launch, North 
Korea delivered a fresh round of 
war rhetoric Thursday with claims 
it has “powerful striking means” 
on standby. Seoul and Washing- 
ton speculated that it is preparing 
to test-fire a missile designed to be 
capable of reaching the U.S. terri- 
tory of Guam in the Pacific Ocean. 

The latest rhetoric came as 
new U.S. intelligence was revealed 
showing North Korea is now 
believed to be capable of arming 
a ballistic missile with a nuclear 
warhead. The weapon is unlikely 
to be very reliable, the U.S. Defense 
Intelligence Agency has concluded. 

President Barack Obama 
warned the unpredictable com- 
munist regime that his adminis- 
tration would “take all necessary 
steps” to protect American citizens. 

“Nobody wants to see a conflict 
on the Korean Peninsula,” Obama 
said, speaking from the Oval Office 
alongside United Nations Secretary 
General Ban Ki-moon. 

On the streets of Pyongyang, 
North Koreans shifted into party 


mode as they celebrated the anni- 
versary of leader Kim Jong Un’s 
appointment to the country’s top 


party post — one in a slew of titles 
collected a year ago in the months 
after his father Kim Jong Il’s death. 


Nuclear Revelation 

In Washington on Thursday, Rep. 
Doug Lamborn, R-Colo., read aloud 
what he said was an unclassified 
paragraph from a secret Defense 
Intelligence Agency report that was 
supplied to some members of Con- 
gress. The reading seemed to take 
Gen. Martin Dempsey, chairman of 
the Joint Chiefs of Staff, by surprise; 
he said he hadn’t seen the report. 
The defense agency’s conclusion 
about North Korea’s nuclear capa- 
bilities was confirmed by a senior 
congressional aide who spoke on 
condition of anonymity because the 
Pentagon had not officially released 
the contents, (ap) 


In the capital of neighboring 
South Korea, the country’s point 
person on relations with the North, 
Unification Minister Ryoo Kihl-jae, 
urged Pyongyang to engage in dia- 
logue and reverse its decision to 
pull workers from a joint industrial 
park just north of their shared bor- 
der, a move that has brought fac- 
tories there to a standstill.

Assad Dominates by Air 


Syrian airstrikes 
kill indiscriminately, 
U.S. rights group says 

Beirut 

President Bashar Assad has exploit- 
ed his greatest advantage in the 
Syrian civil war — his air power 
— to push back rebel advances and 
prevent the opposition from setting 
up a rival government in its north- 
ern stronghold. 

Along the way, fighter jets and 
helicopters have hit civilian tar- 
gets such as hospitals, bakeries and 
residential buildings, according 
to a report released Thursday by 
a U.S.-based human rights group. 
It accused the regime of commit- 
ting war crimes with indiscrimi- 
nate airstrikes that have killed more 
than 4,000 civilians since summer. 

The Human Rights Watch 
report said Assad’s air force has 
dropped “imprecise and inher-

ently indiscriminate” munitions, 
including cluster bombs, on civil- 
ian areas. 

“The aim of the airstrikes 
appears to be to terrorize civilians 
from the air, particularly in the 
opposition-controlled areas where 
they would otherwise be fairly safe 
from any effects of fighting,” said 
Ole Solvang of the New York-based 
Human Rights Watch. 

In recent months, large parts 
of northern Syria near the bor- 
der with Turkey have fallen to the 
rebels, including several neigh- 
borhoods of Aleppo, the country’s 
largest city. 

The Human Rights Watch 
report is the most comprehensive 
study of Syrian air force operations 
since last summer, when Assad’s 
forces started to rely heavily on 
fighter jets to repel rebel advances 
and reverse their territorial gains. 

Officials in Damascus could not 
immediately be reached for com- 
ment on the report.

The Tree Route 


How people get to the cherry blossoms around the 
Tidal Basin is almost as much of a spectacle as those 
famous clouds of pink petals. As I marched over 
Wednesday afternoon, I joined up with a parade of 
pedestrians, cyclists, scooter riders, Segway tourists 
and a particularly memorable Rollerblader with 
wobbly antennae attached to his helmet. 


Most folks seemed to be looking 
for the perfect photo opportunity. 
I had a different destination: the 
Hains Point Shuttle. 

The $1 ride, available through 
Monday (the day after the close of 
the National Cherry Blossom Fes- 
tival), takes passengers on a loop 
around East Potomac Park. There 
are several stops along the route, 
but the main pickup point is the 
least picturesque. It’s behind the 
Jefferson Memorial, beside a jum- 
ble of roads. (On the plus side, it’s 
also by restrooms, a refreshment 



hut and bike parking.) 

A shuttle pulled up just as I 
arrived, and three girls visiting 
from Philly disem- 
barked. “It looks like 
a wedding aisle,” one 
gushed as she urged 
me to hop on and 
enjoy the view. 

In exchange for 
my buck, the driver 
handed me a pink 
ticket outlining the rules. This 
was for one trip only, nonrefund- 
able. “Heavy pedestrian and vehi- 


cle traffic” served as the warning 
that it’d be slow going. 

So there was time to meet my 
fellow passengers. What brought 
Charles Mascaro of Long Island 
on to the shuttle that afternoon? 
“Exhaustion,” said Mascaro, who’d 
been walking around with his wife, 
Barbara, for eight hours. 


The pink ticket 
explained the 
rules: This was for 
one trip only, non- 
refundable. And 
it’d take a while. 


For me, the ride was the destina- 
tion. But like most folks on the shut- 
tle, the Mascaros were using it as a 
lift back to their car, which they’d 
left near the golf center. Parking 
spaces were definitely more plentiful 
around the tip of Hains Point than 
closer to the Tidal Basin, which is 
why 32-year-old Seema Patel ended 
up seated in front of me. 

“We would have skipped this. 
I didn’t know this park was here,” 
marveled Patel, who was visiting 
from Pittsburgh, as we rolled under- 
neath the canopy of blossoms, past 
people picnicking, lounging in the 
sun and minding their fishing poles. 

With fewer than 20 passengers 
on an oversized bus, there was 
plenty of room to stretch out. We 
all leaned toward the open win- 
dows to get a better look and some 
breeze — it’s shadier on board than 
in the direct sunlight, but there’s no 
air conditioning. Other than a few 
kids shrieking in delight (or possibly 
fatigue), it was a quiet trip, a more 
relaxed way to soak in the sights. 

It was a little jarring after a lazy 
45 minutes to pull back up to the 
Jefferson Memorial, where a queue 
was waiting, holding strollers and 
red-white-and-blue Rocket Pops. 
But it was time to move on.

Lottery Company Draws 
Scrutiny for Contract 


Washington 

For more than seven years, the 
company that is paid millions to 
produce scratch- off lottery tick- 
ets in the nation’s capital has man- 
aged to avoid a city law that would 
require it to include local business- 
es in the deal. And it hopes to con- 
tinue to do so — with the blessing 
of the city’s chief financial officer. 

D.C. law requires that local 
businesses receive at least 
35 percent of all contracts worth 
$250,000 or more in which part 
of the work is subcontracted. The 
law was approved in 2005, a few 
months after the District entered 
into a five-year, $50 million con- 
tract with New York-based Scien- 
tific Games Corp. as its scratch-off 
ticket vendor. 

The contract was ultimately 
extended through March 20 of this 
year, and at no point did Scientif- 
ic Games or the district’s Office of

the Chief Financial Officer make 
any effort to comply with the local- 
participation rules, according to 
documents obtained by the Rev. 
Anthony J. Motley, a local activist. 

After the initial contract 
expired, the CFO’s office award- 
ed a new, temporary contract to 
Scientific Games, the office said 
in a statement to the Associated 
Press. Just 17 percent of the new 
contract is going to local subcon- 
tractors, the office said, an arrange- 
ment that could face scrutiny from 
the D.C. Council when it comes up 
for approval again, ben nuckols (ap) 


Body Found 
In Tidal Basin 

Washington 

D.C. police have not yet public- 
ly identified the body of a man 
found floating in the Tidal Basin 
early Thursday. 

The body was found near the 
same spot where a tourist visiting 
from Chicago disappeared while 
visiting with his family on Eas- 
ter Sunday. 

It was the second body to be 
pulled from water near the Nation- 
al Mall in the past six days, both 
near the District’s cherry blossom 
trees. On Saturday morning, a fish- 
erman found the body of 63-year- 
old Robert Groshan of Northwest 
Washington in the Potomac River. 

Police would not comment on 
the identity of the body found in the 
Tidal Basin and have not yet deter- 
mined how he died. Relatives of the 
man who went missing March 31 — 
36-year-old Sarath Kumar Pothar- 
aju — were headed to the District.

Out and Proud, 
And Taking a Risk 


A gay Boy Scout 
pushes for change, 
but it may cost him 

Bethesda 

Surrounded by a dozen classmates, 
Pascal Tessier stood at a busy 
Bethesda intersection Thursday 
demonstrating against an organi- 
zation he says he loves but knows 
doesn’t fully accept him. 

Tessier, 16, is a Boy Scout and 
openly gay, which puts him at risk 
of being denied the Eagle Scout 
ranking he has long pursued. “The 
best word would be devastated,” 
Tessier said of how he’d feel if that 
were to happen. 

In advance of the Boy Scouts of 
America annual meeting in May, 
where delegates from across the 
country will vote on whether to 
lift the long-standing ban on gay 
Scouts and leaders, those in favor 
and against the change have spo- 
ken out passionately. 

Thursday’s demonstration, 
which was organized by the 
B-CC Gay Straight Alliance Club 
at Bethesda-Chevy Chase High 
School, where Tessier is a junior, 
took place at the corner of Wiscon- 
sin Avenue and East-West High- 
way, within walking distance of 
the high school. It was also, not 
by accident, a mile and a half from

the headquarters of the National 
Capital Area Council, which is one 
of the largest governing bodies of 
the Boy Scouts. 

Aaron Chusid spokesman for 
that organization, said Tessier has 
reason to worry about his status. 

“Under the current policy, if he 
is out about being gay, he is not eli- 
gible for being a member, which 
would make it impossible for him 
to complete his eagle,” he said. 

Tessier said his decision to 
take part in the demonstration 
comes from realizing that many 
gay Scouts across the coun- 
try are not as fortunate as him. 
“Even if I do get banned from 
the Boy Scouts, I still think it’s 
worth it,” Tessier said. “I’d rath- 
er put myself out there than not.”

Sergio Garcia turned in a bogey- 
free round Thursday to claim a 
share of the Masters lead. 

Garcia shot a 6-under 66, leav- 
ing him tied with Marc Leishman 
and matching the Spaniard’s best 
score ever at Augusta National. 

This is a course that has never 
suited Garcia’s game — especial- 
ly his shaky putter. But he breezed 
around without a bogey on his card 
for the first time since 2002. 

It’s still a reach to think this 
might be the place where Garcia 
wins his first major championship. 
He’s had only two top -10 finishes 
in 14 Masters appearances. 

But the way he played in the 
opening round could mean a 
change in fortune. 

“Obviously, this is not my most 
favorite place,” Garcia said. “But we 
try to enjoy it as much as we can 
every time we come here.” 

Dustin Johnson was alone in 
third, one stroke back at 67. 

Tiger Woods was the over- 
whelming favorite coming into 
the tournament, and that didn’t 
change after he opened with a 70. 

“I felt like I putted well today,” 
said Woods, whose only lower open- 
ing-round score at Augusta was a 
68 in 2010. “We’ve got a long way to 
go. I’ve just got to go out there and 
play shot for shot. The golf course is

One team has a history of win-

The Atlanta Braves have been a 
National League standard, reach- 
ing the playoffs 14 consecutive 
times from 1991 to 2005.

mid-Atlantic. 

“The Braves always have seen 
the Nationals as a thorn in their 
sides,” House said. “Now that the 
Nationals are one of the preemi- 
nent teams, there’s a feeling that 
we’re going to be in a lot of battles 
with these guys. We were in bat- 
tles with them when they weren’t 
any good.” 

Nationals pitcher Ross Detwiler 
said he paid plenty of attention to 
what the Braves did a season ago. 
The Nationals won a major league- 
best 98 games, while Atlanta was 
close behind with 94. 

“Both teams were watching each 
other in the standings,” Detwiler 
said. “We were neck and neck the 
entire year. They won 94 games 
last year and didn’t win the division 
tide. That’s going to hang over their 
head this year, and they’re going 
to be shooting for it even harder.” 

Brandon Smith, a 24-year-old

is unfolding based on recent interac- 
tions he’s had with Nationals fans.

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Wall Holds Up as Wizards’ Leading Man

As the Washington Wizards play 
their final home game of the season 
Friday against Philadelphia, fans 
will get one last in-person glimpse 
at the player who has firmly estab- 
lished himself as the bedrock of the 
franchise — John Wall. 



It hasn’t been easy for the point 
guard out of Kentucky since the 
Wizards drafted him No. 1 overall 
in 2010. He’s had to work his way 
through terrible teams, a coaching 
change, injuries, high-level criticism, 
poor shot selection and his own foi- 
bles during his time as a pro. 

But in the 46 games since com- 
ing back from a knee injury that 
forced him to miss the start of the 
year. Wall has proven himself to be 
one of the most invaluable players 


in the NBA. 

“He’s in a good state of mind 
right now,” Wizards coach Randy 
Wittman said. 

Since his returned to the line- 
up on Jan. 12, Wall has shown he’s 
coming into his own. 

He’s averaging a career-high 
18.3 points, with 7.6 assists and 4.0 
rebounds while shooting a career- 
high 44.8 percent from the floor 

Since March 1, only Wall, Kobe 


Bryant and LeBron James have 
averaged at least 23.0 points, 7.0 
assists and 4.8 rebounds. 

Wall appears rejuvenated and 
has given fans and the front office 
reason to believe he is the player 
that can help lead Washington back 
to the postseason. 

“Whenever you are feeling good 
and playing good, you’re more into 
the game,” he said. “You’re enthused, 
you’re happy. That’s the good thing 


about us winning — it all equals 
having fun with your teammates. 
They’re all behind me and helping 
me out as much as possible.” 

Wall faced a great deal of scru- 
tiny, both for his injury, which was 
announced suddenly on the verge 
of training camp, and for the medi- 
ocre start to his career.

D.C. United 

It’s hard to see the similarities now, 
but D.C. United’s 2013 campaign is 
unfolding a lot like its 2012 season. 
If things continue to follow suit. 
United is in for a resurgent spring 
run, but it is clear that attacking 
adjustments need to be made. 

Despite stumbling to a 1-3-1 
start, with just two goals scored. 
United is not fretting. 

Last season. United was shut 
out in three of its first five games 
as well, and it was a 4-1 home win 
over the rival New York Red Bulls 
last April that positioned United 
for success during the summer 
and beyond. The team improved 
on its 2-2-3 start with a 7-2-0 jaunt

that began with that rout, and the 
club’s hope is that the underachiev- 
ing attack can sort itself out again 
when the Red Bulls come to RFK 
Stadium on Saturday. 

The rivals have already played 
once this season, with United with- 
standing an offensive onslaught at 
Red Bull Arena to emerge with a 
0-0 draw. 

“We always seem to get the 
best New York team just like we 
did up there,” said Chris Pontius, 
who scored five goals against the 
Red Bulls last season — including

a hat trick in the April triumph. “I 
thought they took it to us pretty 
well. We need a bit of revenge. We 
need to be a little bit nastier than 
we were up there.” 


United is likely to welcome back 
Dwayne De Rosario from an adduc- 
tor strain that prevented him from 
playing in last Friday’s 1-0 loss at 
Sporting Kansas City. De Rosario 
has missed three of the first five 
games through injury and suspen- 
sion, and the 34-year-old veteran’s 
inclusion comes at an ideal time. 

“Every year that I’ve experi- 
enced winning a championship, 
the team has always started out 
slow,” said De Rosario, a four-time 
MLS Cup winner. “We see it every 
year in this league. Teams that start 
out slow start to peak toward the 
end, the teams that peak toward 
the end usually go on to win it or 
go far. You saw it with us last year.”

For Alyson Hanish, living in an apart- 
ment previously inhabited by a smoker 
would never work. “I’m allergic to smoke 
and really react strongly to it,” she says. “I 
don’t even like being in an overall environ- 
ment that allows smoking.” 

So when she was looking for an apart- 
ment in 2011, she knew she wanted to rent a 
unit in which no former tenants had smoked. 
Then she found something even better: an 
available apartment at North Bethesda 
Market, a complex that is entirely smoking- 
free (11351 Woodglen Drive, North Bethes- 
da, Md., 866-926-6603, Northbethesda 
market.com). 

In the D.C. area, people have grown 
used to smoking bans in workplaces, res- 
taurants and bars. Now, a growing num- 
ber of apartment complexes in the District

and surrounding areas are making 
smoking a no-no — driven by res- 
ident demand. 

“People want choices,” says 
Samuel Simone, managing direc- 
tor at Mill Creek Residential Trust 
(Mcrtrust.com), a development 
company. That company’s Trilo- 
gy NoMA project (151 Q St. NE, 
866-997-3792, Trilogynoma.com) 
will offer one building in its three- 
building development that is com- 
pletely nonsmoking. (It’s expected 
to open in May.) 

Hanish and her husband, 
Michael, a physical therapist, 
wanted the choice to inhabit an 
apartment that was good for their 
well-being. “We’re both in health 
professions,” says Hanish, 26, who 
works as a pediatric nurse and is 
currently studying for her doctor- 
ate in nursing. “Living healthily is 
important to us.” 

Especially now that she’s preg- 
nant with their first child. “It’s really 
nice knowing that the air is healthy 
to breathe,” she says.

That kind of eco-ffiendly environ- 
ment is something a lot of apartment 
complexes are touting these days. 
Indoor air quality plays into LEED 
(Leadership in Energy and Environ- 
mental Design) certifications from 
the U.S. Green Building Council, so 
forbidding smoking can be a way to 
rack up some LEED points. 

It can also lure residents like the 
Hanishes who have allergies or who 
just don’t want to live anywhere near 
someone who’s lighting up. After 
all, cigarettes smell, and second- 
hand smoke can drift under door- 
ways or through the vents. 

The Millennium at Metropoli- 
tan Park (1330 S. Pair St., Arling- 
ton, 866-333-7158, Metmillennium 
.com), which opened in 2010, was 
the first property built by local real- 
estate developer Kettler (Kettler 
.com) to be totally smoking-free. 
Its 300 units leased in less than 
a year. Now the company has six 
more apartment projects in the 
works throughout the metro area, 
all of which will be completely non- 
smoking.

“We feel like it gives us a com- 
petitive advantage,” says Nicole M. 
Jones, Kettler’s marketing director. 

It’s not just new buildings that 
are saying no to smoking. After 
a 2005 fire — started by a cig- 
arette — claimed two lives, the 
multibuilding Blairs communi- 
ty in Silver Spring (1401 Blair Mill 
Road, Silver Spring, 855-727-6640, 
Blairapartments.com) decided to 
outlaw smoking in all of its units 
— more than 1,400 total. 

“We did a survey of the Blairs, 
which revealed that only 4 percent 
of the units had people in them 


who were smokers,” says Ed Murn, 
development director for the Tower 
Companies (Towercompanies.com), 
which owns the property. “So we 
made an actual policy change.” 

Even smokers sometimes prefer 
to keep smoke out of their homes. 

“We’re finding that people who 
do smoke choose to smoke outside 
quickly and then go back into their 
home, or they choose an apart- 
ment with a balcony,” says Pei Pei 
Chan, general manager of Flats 130 
at Constitution Square (130 M St. 
NE, 866-300-2916, Flatsl30.com), 
whose phase-two building, cur- 


Sign of the Times 

Changes in attitudes about smoking 
make it easier for buildings to ban it. 
According to the Centers for Disease 
Control and Prevention, the percent- 
age of American adults who smoke 
decreased from 20.9 percent in 2005 
to 19.3 percent in 2010. And according 
to the American Lung Association, 
the prevalence of smoking declined 
more than 50 percent between 1965 
and 2009. “The younger generation 
has grown up with smoke-free bars 
and restaurants," says Ed Murn of the 
Tower Companies. “They almost ex- 
pect a building to be smoke-free." b.l. 


rently nearing completion, will be 
smoking-free. According to Chan, 
renters won’t pay any kind of pre- 
mium for an apartment in the non- 
smoking building. 

Banning smoking is good for 
property managers, too. It helps 
complexes save on maintenance 
and upkeep. When an apartment 
has been occupied by a smoker, it 
requires more work to get it back on 
the market than readying an apart- 
ment where a nonsmoker resid- 
ed. The carpet usually needs to be 
replaced; smoke can also damage 
the paint, walls and cabinets. 

“It’s much more costly from the 
standpoint of materials,” Murn says. 
“Then it also takes you longer to 
turn over that unit.” 

Of course, while many applaud 
antismoking policies, not every- 
one is a fan. 

“There still is a perception that 
you have a right to do what you want 
within your four walls,” says Ange- 
la Bradbery, co-founder of Smoke- 
free DC (Smokefreedc.org), a cit- 
izen-based group that promotes 
smoke-free environments in the 
District. “But in apartments, you 
can’t do whatever you want. What 
you do affects the people around 
you. You can’t have band practice 
at three in the morning, and there’s 
a reason for that. So a nonsmok- 
ing policy just has to be explained 
in that light.” 

Based on the phone calls she 
gets from people fed up with sec- 
ondhand smoke intrusion in their 
apartments, Bradbery thinks there 
are plenty of renters out there 
who’d love the chance to live in a 
nonsmoking apartment building. 

“It’s one of those kinds of 
things for which there’s a lot 
of pent-up demand,” she says.

Director Danny Boyle

There goes Danny Boyle again, ven- 
turing deep into the mind of another 
main character. It’s what the direc- 
tor did with “Trainspotting,” “127 


Hours” and “Slumdog Millionaire,” 
showing audiences the brain’s abil- 
ity to triumph over drugs, boulders, 
poverty and game shows. 

With his latest, “Trance,” open- 
ing Friday, Boyle questions every- 
thing you thought you knew about 
thought. Before you see this Hitch- 
cock story for the iPad age, there are 
a few things Boyle would like you 
to remember: 


Memory is random. In the 

film, James McAvoy plays Simon, 
an art auctioneer who steals a 
painting, only to forget where he 
put it. That doesn’t make gang- 
leader Franck (Vincent Cassel) 
happy, so he hires a hypnother- 
apist (Rosario Dawson) to plun- 
der the depths of Simon’s mind 
and find the missing art. 

As Simon moves in and out 
of trances, his memory starts to 
become very unreliable, leading to 
questions that strike at the core of 
his identity. 

“I think memory is everything,” 
Boyle says. “To be who you are, you 
have to remember who you are. [In 
the film,] someone goes in there 
and interferes with that chain, or

inserts something else, and that’s 
McAvoy’s journey.” 

The name of the bar isn’t ran- 
dom. The club featured heavily in 
the film is called Analog, a name 
Boyle chose for its relative quaint- 
ness in the digital age. “There’s 
something trustworthy about it,” 
Boyle says. “There’s something 
dependable.”

“Trance” employs many of the 
genre’s tropes: a hero (or antihero — 
he did steal a pretty expensive paint- 
ing) who’s not quite sure where he 
stands in the world, a crime-ridden 
city and a femme fatale. Granted, in 
most noirs the femme fatale takes 
off only her glasses; Dawson’s reveal 
is much more, let’s say, extensive. 

“People like genre,” Boyle says.

Goodbye 

API's Silver Spring-set 
documentary festival 
is getting a makeover 

Film 

Silverdocs, the AFI-Discovery 
Channel documentary film festival 
that for the past 10 years has made 
Silver Spring a destination for 


nonfiction filmmakers and their 
fans, is losing a sponsor, gaining 
another one, changing it name and 
expanding its reach. 

Running June 19-23 this year, 
the festival, now known as AFI Docs 
presented by Audi, will have a more 
significant presence in Washington, 
director Sky Sitney says. In addition 
to presenting its opening-night, 
closing-night and gala screenings

the films in the newly named AFI Docs. 


at the Newseum, more screenings 
will be held in other D.C. venues, 
including the National Portrait 
Gallery and the National Museum of 
American History. A newly retooled 
conference — the Catalyst Sessions 
— will involve tightly focused panels 
on issues associated with the films 
on view, and will transpire at the 
Newseum. 

The changes come on the heels 


of Silverdocs’ rapid rise as a major 
stop on the film festival circuit, as 
well as shifts in Discovery’s corpo- 
rate focus that resulted in a decline 
in the channel’s support. 

Sitney notes that Silver Spring is 
not being left behind — the festival’s 
full program will still be screened 
at the Silver Theatre. 

“There’s something symbolically 
potent about having a robust festival, 
especially a documentary festival, 
truly in the heart of D.C.,” Sitney says.

While filming the biopic, in which 
the Howard University alum portrays 
baseball legend Jackie Robinson, Bose- 
man drew cheers from the extras in the 
stands who were hired to pretend to be 
jeering the first African-American player 
in the majors. The extras’ reaction was 
partly a response to Boseman’s skills on 
the field, and partly a rejection of the 
disturbing behavior that the script — 
and history — required of them. 

“I remember we did seven or eight 
takes,” Boseman says, “and I’m run- 
ning down the first base line, sprint- 
ing, and not only do I have to sprint 
full speed, but the guy on third has 
to backhand [the ball] and jump and 
throw to first, bounce it, and the first 
base guy catches it, and I have to beat 
the throw. Now all that’s got to hap- 
pen, but the crowd is cheering for me 
— when they should be booing.” 

The extras eventually did boo. And 
shout. And yell racist taunts. 

What “42,” opening Friday, does best 
is show modern audiences just how bad 
Robinson had it when he broke base- 
ball’s color barrier in 1947, the year he

debuted with the Brooklyn Dodgers. 

As if the on-set taunting didn’t make 
his job tough enough, Boseman — a 
36-year-old relative newcomer to film 
who’s starring alongside Harrison Ford 
— had the responsibility of portraying 
a legend. 

“We would have baseball practice, 
and we would tape [it],” he says. “And 
they would split-screen me doing cer- 
tain things and [Robinson] doing it.” 
While Boseman eventually picked

up Robinson’s batting stance, throw- 
ing style and even his pigeon toes, he 
says imitating the legend’s on-field tal- 
ents took a backseat, as writer-director 
Brian Helgoland’s script focused more 
on Robinson’s emotional struggles. 

In the film’s most discomfiting 
scene, Phillies manager Ben Chapman 
(Alan Tudyk) lets loose a horrifically 
bigoted series of barbs while Robin- 
son’s at the plate. “It’s a twisted thing 
sometimes,” Boseman says. “Once 
you’ve heard [the taunting] a certain 
number of times, you can get lost in it. 
And then you do feel how awful it is. 
The actor in you wants them to [jeer], 
and that human spirit in you wants to 
hear approval — it does get to you.” 

Boseman’s strategy of using the 
scripted hate to improve his perfor- 
mance was informed by Robinson’s 
competitive spirit, he says. 

“I think he just sort of let [the boos] 
drive him,” Boseman says. “But at a cer- 
tain point, people were coming to the 
ballparks to see him play, so he felt all of 
it, I think. The cheers and the boos. And

In To the Wonder,'

Film Review 

“Wonder” has always been the 
word with Terrence Malick. More 
than any of his other films, “To 
the Wonder,” his latest, beautiful- 
ly shot work, distills his distinctive 
approach. There’s hardly any dia- 
logue at all, just the story of a Ukrai- 
nian single mother, Marina (Olga 
Kurylenko), and her up-and-down 
romance with Neil (Ben Affleck). 

He’s an environmental scien- 
tist who brings Marina and her 
10 -year-old daughter from vibrant, 
sundrenched Paris to his home in 
suburban Oklahoma. The particu- 
lar events and ruptures in Neil and 
Marina’s relationship aren’t close- 
ly followed, only the familiar tidal 
swells of love and loneliness. 

During a separation, a local 
former flame (Rachel McAdams) 
also drifts in, forming an evanes- 
cent triangle. What this is, then, is 
a straightforward, abstractly ren-

dered rumination on love, mostly 
from Marina’s perspective. 

“What is this love that loves us?” 
she wonders. The state of bliss she 


finds with Neil is inevitably, mys- 
teriously fleeting. 

Malick places these questions in 
a spiritual context. Javier Bardem 
plays a tangentially-related priest 
who wanders heavily among the 
unfortunate. The lead performanc- 
es don’t quite pull it off, but if the 
film is a failure, it’s the best kind. 

“To the Wonder” strives to com- 
municate something universal about 
our inner nature. Cinema is a cathe- 
dral for Malick, and in it, light is 
heavenly.

I don’t think I knew what I wanted 
to say.

The result is some- 
thing I’m very comfortable with. 

Why a comfort-food book? 

I had not thought to enjoy home 
cooking because it’s what I do. You 
go to the office, and you might come 
home and cook to relax. What do I 
do to relax? Not cooking. 

But I have a daughter, and I like 
to cook for her. I like to have that 
be a part of my parenting experi- 


ence. I had to dig deep and figure 
out how I was going to negotiate 
my relationship with cooking, and 
it’s through these recipes that I do. 
You should only cook what’s really 
in your heart. 

It’s spring, which means lots of 
fresh things at the grocery store 
or market. What should people 
try that they may not be eating? 

Some people collect shoes. I collect 
fava beans. I love parsnips. I love 
ramps — it’s kind of a shame 
they’ve become so painfully chic. 
I could eat them until I have 
heartburn. I love corn. It sounds 


You’ve said you hate the label 
“celebrity chef." What do you 
get from being on TV — from 
competing on “Iron Chef” to 
judging on “Chopped”? 

I don’t think about it as being on 
television. When I started cooking, 
there was no food television like 
there is now. Now you can start with 
the intention of being on television. 

“Chopped” is much more of a 
teaching experience, and I’d argue 
the judges take a secondary role. 
But I do enjoy competing. It’s like 
an endless Rubik’s Cube. 

So that’s why you competed in 
various “Iron Chef” contests 
until you won on “Iron Chef 
Redemption” in 2012? 

Some people want to win an Oscar, 
some want to be Miss America. I 
aspired to be an Iron Chef, and I 
felt like my story wasn’t finished in 
trying to become one. I would have 
kept competing again and again.
